Hfi\r Pyramid Beaer*>ti*n as 
-NarrateU by Medicine Jfeu. 


The Virginia Chronicle Bays: 
The attention of visitors to tb» In- 
ian reservation at Pyramid Lake is 
ailed to tho grave o' tbe "Big Indian" 
ocated on the banks of the Truckee 
river. According to the Pah TJte tra- 


itioos related by their medicine men, 
enturit-8 ago, a gigantic Indian came 
own from tbe mountains in the north 
nd slaughtered hundreds of tbe Pah 
Ue tribe by picking up warriors in each 
and and knocking their heads together 


with such force as to crush their skulls, 
nd in other cases catching them by the 
eels and beating their brains out by 
triking their heads against the earth, 
'ho chief*, getting wear; of the pros- 
3eot of having tbe tribe annihilated by 
he "Big Indian" literally mopping up 
be ground with braves, held a council 
nd resolved upon tbe following plan to 
estroy their gigantic foe: 
A party of 300 warriors, armed with 


raws and arrows, were concealed be- 
lind rocks in tbe Tiuckee river canyon, 
when the "Big Indian" descended into 
he valley again on a raid. 
He was 


Keen approaching with a long string of 
fish nnd a great number of rabbits hung 
over hia shoulder, which he was eating 
raw. 
When the "holy terror" got witb- 


n range of their bows, tbe concealed 
warriors rose simultaneously and dis- 
charged an arrow each into the anatomy 
of the giant, who turned and fled, pur- 
sued by the tribe. 
After running half a 


mile be fell dead on tbe plaiu. His pur- 
suers come up and feasted on ihe fish 
and labbits taken frcm their slaughtered 


iBiny, and buried him where ho fell. 
No monument was raised to unrk the 


resting-place of their late terrible fo?, 
but the descendants of th« tribe who 
slew tr.e giant perform au annual pil 
primage to the grave, pile up the mound 
above the spot where the remains lie 
buried and clenu nut the tracks said to 
have been made by the wounded giant 
when fleeing from his pursuers. 


A recent visitor to tbe reservation 


took the dimeunions of the grave anil 
found it sixteen ftitt long and four am] 
one half feet wide. Tbe distance be- 
tween tbe tracks alleged to have beer 
made by the retreating giaut measvtm 
from 16 to 18 fe»t apart. Tradition rep- 
resents him as having measuied 15 fei 
iu statuie, with tytM as large as poni 
tracks aud feet higger tuan a papoose's, 
crndle.
